Dec. 26 (AP)—Free French seamen 
went about the business of organ- 
izing this barren Atlantic outpost 
today as loyal ally of anti-Axis pow- 
ers which seemed reluctant to ac- 
cept its services.

fishing population of about 3,500 on 
the islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon, 15 miles off Newfound- 
land.

The Christmas story from the Far 


East lacks the cheer of the season 
for ihe auti-Axis forces, since on 
the whole the Japanese have driven 
then- spearheads 
closer to 
the 


heart of the Allied 
defense—the 


all-essential base of Singapore. 


The citadel of Hong Kong finally 


has surrendered after a gallant 
stand, theieby giving the Japs a 
highly important base from which 
to strike at Singapore and the 
Philippines. 
The Nipponese 
also 


reportedly have captured Kuching, 
capital of Sarawak, on the great 
island of Borneo which lies close 
to Singapore, thereby creating still 
another threat against the British 
stronghold. 


Cut Down Bases 


Thus the Japs have continued to 


whittle down the vast line of island 
defenses 
which shield 
Singapore 


from the east and permit passage 
of aid to this beleaguered base from 
this direction- That's the Japanese 
strategy, for they can't reach the 
we-tern approaches to Singapore 
now. 


Over the most important position 


in this defensive eastern group—the 
Philippines—the Stars and Stripes 
still fly to broadcast proudly tc the 
world today's declaration bv oui 
command that "we will fight to the 
last man." 
Still, the move in 


declaring Manila an open city isn't 
s very good sign, for it emphasizes 
our lack of control of the air 
there—a vital weakness. The battle 
would seem to have resolved itself 
into a test of endurance which will 
determine whether our forces can 
hold out until reinforcements arrive

mander Bigalk has been ascertained, 
to be the aircraft carrier Unicorn," 
the German communique said. "She 
is one of the latest ships of this 
kind, finished during the war and 
registered in British naval lists as 
a flying boat carrier."
